Firefighter remains hospitalized 


MANITOWOC — Firefighters 
from eight Manitowoc County fire 
departments battled a major blaze 
at the Shopko Plaza for several 
hours Saturday afternoon 

An employee of Maurice’s, a 
Women's clothing store in the corner 
of the L-shaped structure, phoned 
the 911 emergency line at 3:26 p.m. 
Saturday to report smoke in the 
Store. 

When-the first fire truck from the 
Manitowoc Fire Department 
arrived, there was no indication of a 
fire, according to Manitowoc Assis- 
tant Fire Chief Ken Broehm. 

Captain Louis Rathsack of the 
Manitowoc department, the first 
firefighter in the store, pulled a 
ceiling tile, however, and “saw it 
Was a moving fire,” according to 
Broehm 


By the time the next fire unit could 
arrive, ‘there was heavy involve- 
ment’’ and the fire Was spreading in 
both directions, Broehm said. 

The fire was confined to the area 
between the ceiling of the plaza and 
the roof, making the sprinkler 
system the plaza is equipped with 
ineffective in helping control the 
spread of the blaze 

Broehm said he found out that the 
computer system at the mall had 
malfunctioned earlier in the day, 
before the fire was reported. Also, 
he said, lights had been reported 
flickering on and off. 

Broehm added, however, that it 
was premature to call the fire elec 
trical in origin. “‘We haven’t ruled 
out anything at this point,” he said, 
adding that fire investigators would 
now examine the situation, 


The fird was under control after 
about two hours, but crews 
remained at the scene until about 8 
p.m. to guard against flare-ups. 


Three firefighters were injured 
fighting the blaze. Capt. Rathsack 
suffered smoke inhalation and was 
transported to Memorial Hospital, 
where he was expected to be kept 
overnight for observation. Firefigh 
ter Greg Gaedtke and another 
unidentified firefighter were also 
hospitalized with smoke inhalation 
It was not immédiately known what 
fire department Gaedtke, who was 
transported to Holy Family Medical 
Center, represents 


Broehm credited the Curtis Ambu- 
lance Service at Memorial Hospital 
for their assistance in coordinating 
medical operations at the scene, 
headed by Ben Gould of the ambu- 


lance service. 

Several shops in the plaza were 
extensively damaged by the fire, 
smoke and water. The ends of the ~ 
structure, including the Shopko 
Store and the former Stangel Super 
Market, which is now vacant, were 
not damaged because they are 
protected by firewalls, Broehm said. 

The Shopko store, which was open 
for business on the Independence 
Day holiday, was evacuated when 
the blaze was discovered. 

Firefighters battled the flames 
from both the ground and the roof 
area, and had to break two holes in 
the roof to ventilate the blaze and 
get water to it. A portion of the roof 
collapsed at one point. 

The most extensive damage 
appeared to be in the area housing 
Maurice’s, the Hallmark Card Shop, 
and the Radio Shack. Other stores 
where damage was evident were the 
Athlete’s Foot, Open Oven, Lords n’ 
Ladies and JoAnne’s Fabrics. 

Broehm said that while damage 
estimates would not be ayailable 
until insurance examiners can 
investigate the scene, it was appa- 
rent that most merchandise in all 
the damaged stores, with the possi- 
ble exception of JoAnne’s Fabries, 
would probably be lost. 

Broehm called the structural 
damage to the store “severe,” and 
said several metal roof beams were 
bent by the intense heat of the blaze. 

In addition to the Manitowoe Fire 
Department, firefighters from 
Silver Creek, Newton, St. Nazianz, 
Branch, Rockwood, Francis Creek 
and the city of Two Rivers helped in 
fighting the blaze.

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Damage to mall

MANITOWOC — Damage in the 
fire that gutted much of the Shopko 
Plaza shopping center complex 
Saturday could exceed $1 million, 
according to unofficial Fire Depart- 
ment estimates. 

Deputy Fire Chief Ken Broehm 
said that the department had not 
completed an inventory of fire 
damage this morning, but tentative 
estimates are it will exceed the $1 
million mark. 

The fire damaged about 10 stores 
in the center at South 35th Street and 
Calumet Avenue but did not Signific- 
antly affect the Shopko Store, which 

| was back in operation Sunday. 

An investigation has determined 
that an electrical short in a neon 
sign in front of the Cost Cutters hair 
salon caused the fire. 

Broehm said high voltage arcing 
from the sign apparently ignited 
wood framing material and the fire 
Spread into a concealed space 
between the ceiling and roof. 

The’ investigation Sunday was 
conducted by City Electrical Inspec- 
tor Gary Hacker and Mike Herzog 
and Gary Ebert of the Manitowoc 
Fire Department. 

The fire was reported shortly 
before 2:30 p.m. Saturday and was 
brought under control after about 
1*zhours. 

More than 100 firefighters from 
Manitowoe and seven other area 
departments were called to the 
scene, Assistance was provided by 
the city of Two Rivers, Newton, 
Silver Creek, St. Nazianz, Branch, 
Rockwood and Francis Creek 
departments, 

ven firefighters suffered smoke 
inhalation and heat exhaustion. 

Capt. Louis Rathsack of the Mani- 
towoc Department, Gary Gaedtke 
from the Silver Creek Department 
and Terry Rush from the Newton 
Fire Department were taken to'area 
hospitals and later released after 
treatment. Rathsack was released 
at 6:30 a.m. Sunday after being held 

overnight for observation.

Old timers say the village got its 
name by combining the names of the 
two lime companies. 

Rockwood has a population of 
about 120 persons. They are mostly 
retired people and‘people who com- 
mute to work in Manitowoc or Two 
Rivers. 

Many retirees worked at the 
Rockwell Co., which is engaged 
primarily in the production of 
dolomitic lime. It employs more 
than 40 people 

One of the village fixtures is a 
tavern operated by George and 
Lucille Gosz. Gosz died in 1984, but 
his widow continues to operate the 
tavern, which has been in operation 
for nearly 60 years. 

For many years, Rockwood 
residents patronized a general mer-

His condition was 
critical and was complicated by a 
previously existing condition, chron- 
1c obstructive lung disease. 
Therefore, a ventilator, common- 
ly known as a respirator, was used 
to assist Roland in breathing. The 
long night was just the beginning of 
a series of events which would lead 
to his 110-day stay in the critical 
care unit 
Still on the ventilator and medica- 
tions, he progressed during the next 
two weeks and was even getting out 
of bed until he suffered a set back 
a stroke. After being comatose for a 
few days, he again progressed 
Three weeks later he suffered 
another stroke, Again he was in a 
coma and again he came out.

Was essential to allow proper heal 
ing and to wean Peltier from the 
ventilator 80 he would not become 
dependent on it for life. 

computerized miroprocessor 
ventilator allowed respiratory care 
technicians to measure and calcu 
late parameters that described the 
mechancial status of Peltier's lung 
and respiratory muscles, The only 
one of its kind in Manitowoc, the 
equipment allowed the technicians 
to help Peltier eventualy return to 
normal breathing. Respiratory care 
was supervised by Dr. Timothy 
Maatman, who is medical director 
of Holy Family's Respiratory Care 
Department. 

While ‘on the ventilator, Peltier 
was unable {o eat through his mouth 
and was fed through a tube inserted 
res his nose, At this point in his 
stay, he had problems tolerating thie 
Special nutrition he was receiving 
because he developed gall bladder 
problems. Surgery was required to 
remove his gall bladder... another 
set back, but Peltier went through it 
well 

There were times when physi 
cians, family and nurses doubted 
whether he could make it through all 
the set backs, Bul physicians 
supported the family and vice versa, 
while dedicated nurses never gave 


up. 
According to Sippel, “The nursing 
care was outstanding. Roland 
received the best care possible. 
physical, emotional and spiritual.” 

His family stood behind him 
throughout his long struggle to 
regain his health, His daughter, a 
registered nurse who works at Holy 
Family, understood the severity of 
his illness but also knew there was 
hope. The experience gave her new 
insight into the teamwork that goes 
on in medical emergencies. 

She stated, “Having worked as a 
nurse T was involved in the nursing, 
aspect of care, as a family member 
I've experienced the teamwork that 
goes on between the physicians, 
nurses, respiratory care techni- 
cians, pharmacists, dieticians, 
physical therapists and pastoral 
care personnel. Without the entire 
team and the never-give-up attitude, 
my Dad would not be here. I want 
everyone to know of the high level of 
critical care services available right 
here in Manitowoc. Supporting my 
dad would haye been much more 
difficult if he had been in another 
city.” 

Off the respirator and enjoying 
meals again, Peltier is now in Holy 
Family’s physical rehabilitation 
program where he is working to 
regain the strength in his muscles 
He was taken outside one beautiful 
summer day and realized it has been 
a long time since that cold winter 
day in March. He's looking forward 
to going home... it'll be a great day 
and nothing short of a miracle for 
Peltier.

MANITOWOC — For the start of 
the Capitol Civic Centre's Grand

Researchers, by patiently coun- 
ting, have learned that a humming 
bird has about 1000 feathers; a 
goose may have as many as 25,000. 

The question, “How many 
feathers does it take to make a 
feather pillow?, led to interesting 
interviews with women, who in the 
past, participated in ‘‘feather 
stripping bees’’. Only the feathers 
from tame geese were used, and 
only the very downiest could be us- 
ed without being ‘‘stripped.’’ Strip- 
ping consists of holding a feather 
at the tip-top end and with the 
other hand pulling downward, 
removing the feathery material 
from the stiff predecessors of those 
who buy “ready made” pillows, to- 
day, jtook advantage of the 
possibilities for socializing, ‘and 
had a party. Friends and neighbors 
were invited. Perhaps a dozen 
women would spend a day together 
at a bee. If the menfolks. came 
along, they would probably play 
cards. The smaller children would 
play under the large central table, 


among the quills that would’ be _ 


relegated to the floor. The fuzzy 
material, pulled from the feathers, 
would be quickly tucked under a 
large upside-down bowl at the 
center of the table. Sneezing, 
coughing or laughing were not con 
ducive to keeping downy material 
under control. 

Geese could be plucked several 
times a year without any serious 
results except a lot of loud squawk- 
ing while the process was under- 
way. It is estimated that it took 
three geese to yield a pound of 
feathers. A dozen women working 
all day might get enough down for 
a pillow. Those who have such 


pillows, today, must cherish them! 


Although stripping bees are 
remembered by many rural 
women, it is only by persistent in- 
quiry that one can find someone, 
today, who still practices the art. 
When the time came for the 
goose to end up in the roasting fan, 
the large wings were used as 
brushes to clean off the stove. Tail 
feathers were made into 
“greasers’’ for the tops of baked 
ods

More changes for Maribel Caves Hotel

MARIBEL A new chapter is 
being written in the history of the 
Maribel Caves Hotel that dates back 
to the turn of the century 

Robert Lyman, the present owner 
plans to develop the hotel into a 
landmark restaurant and restore 
another building that once produced 
bottled mineral water 

He also is in the process of having 
the property listed in the National 
Registry of Historic Places 

Lyman, who owns and operates 
the nearby Devils River Campers 
Park on County Highway R in the 
town of Cooperstown, purchased the 
property in March of 1986 from Jeff 
Miller of Green Bay and Lester 
Ruzek of Manitowoc. 

‘The property had been the scene 
of a fire in June 1985 (hat gutted the 
interior of the main building that 
housed the hotel. 


Lyman said he decided to purch: 
ase the property after neighboring 
property owners asked the town 
poard fo have the building razed 
because it posed a safety hazard for 
children, He fenced in the property 
and placed locks on the door for 
security reasons. 

The exterior of the building 
consists of field stone found below 
the site 

Lyman presently is obtaining the 
necessary permits to start the 
bottled water operation. The water 
comes from a nearby spring and has 
passed extensive purity tests, he 
said. A new well also was drilled into 
the spring. Plans are to distribute 
the mineral water in the Chicago 
area initially 

Charles Steinbrecker, an Austrian 
immigrant, purchased the property 
in 1892 and planned to build a health 
spa patterned after those he had 
seen at Innsbruck. Although he died 
shortly, his sons carried on the task

The hotel was built from native 
stone and mortar made from the 
Steinbrecker kilns. A hydraulic ram 
jet pump delivered mineral water to 
the hotel guests for drinking and 
bathing from a natural spring below 
the clifé 

A firm known as Maribel Mineral 
Springs Co. was established to bottle 
the water for sale in distant 
markets 

People from the Milwaukee and 
Chicago area began frequenting the 
Maribel Caves health resort by 1905 
and the railroad expanded into the 
village of Maribel. 

The Maribel Caves area became 
known as “‘Little Canada” or ‘The 
Garden’ by botanists who found 
rare varieties of plants and flowers. 

Business.started to decline by 1915 
and Steinbreckers Jeased out the 
hotel and moved away. 

Between 1915 and 1930, the hotel 
was known as a place that catered to 


gangsters, prostitutes and bootleg: 
gers. The famous gangster John 
Dillinger was among those who used 
the hotel as a stop-over point on his 
trips to Eagle River. 

In 1932 the property was sold at 
public auction to Adolph Cherney, 
who operated a construction 
company in the area. His daughter, - 
Alice Kornely, sold it to Stag 
Jerabek in 1972 


Dick Wagner, great-grandson of 
Charles Steinbrecker, became the 
owner in 1976, Wagner operated the 
hotel tavern until 1981 when it was 
purchased as a joint venture by Jeff 
Miller and Big Deal Productions. 

Miller operated the first-floor 
tavern in conjunction with seasonal 
festivities that included blue-grass 
and country-rock concerts, camp- 
ing, fishing, hiking and volleyball 

The building was vacant for some 
time before it was gutted by fire of a 
“suspicious nature” in 1985.

Burmeister went on to state that 
Pine Ridge Road, which runs on 
top of the ledge, can be used as an 
alternate route if the hill becomes

Other concerns expressed by 
townspeople are that they were 
never told of costs of the problem 
or what damage could result as a 
consequence of the blasting. By 
damage, the people are worried 
about holding tank, well and other 
home damage due to the shocks 
from blasting the stone.

Gilmore stressed that that area 
should be surveyed, and offered to

Residents in favor of halting the 
project asked alternatives be 
considered to make the road safer. 
Alternatives included installation 
of a guard rail with reflectors, 
signs telling of the curve and 
lowering of the speed limit, or 
possibly straightening the road by 
fill rather than blasting 

Louis Shimek, town chairman, 
said residents were notified of the 
project back in 1986, paid for the

In Central Memorial Park, a 
downtown park where townfolks 
gather to hear the Municipal band 
most Thursday evenings through the 
summer, is a marker commemorat- 
ing the serving of the first ice cream 
sundae. 

The Wisconsin State Historica] 
Society placed the sign there in 1973 
near a turn-of-the-century monu- 
ment honoring Two Rivers men who 
fought in the Civil War. 

The eyent that gave birth to the 
concoction so dear to many a sweet 
tooth’s heart took place at an ice 
cream parlor and soda fountain that 
was located at 1404-15th St., just off 
Washington Street. 

One day in 1881, George Hallauer, 
a Two Rivers native who had moved 
to Marshall, Ill., stopped into 
Berner’s and simply requested that 


quest re 


chocolate syrup be poured ofer his 
dish of ice cream. 


Parlor owner Edward Berner 
balked, indicating the syrup was 
used in making chocolate sodas. 

“But, willing to try anything once, 


he relented, concocting and serving 


the first ice cream sundae. ‘ 

Soon word spread of the delightful 
new treat available at Berner’s 
aand, before lone, oter toppings 
were successfully added. 

Because of the popularity of the 
new ice cream desserts, _and 
because he wasn’t exactly making a 
killing at a nickel a shot, Berner’s 
decided to serve the concoctions 
only on Sundays. 

But Berner soon ended the mora- 
torium because of popular demand 
and a request from a 10-year-old girl 
to pretend it was Sundae. 


As the Istory goes, Peggy Giffey 
was visiting Two Rivers with her 
father, Charles, a candymaker who 
lived in nearby Manifowoc. They 
stopped at Berner’s and Peggy 
asked for ‘‘one of these dishes of ice 
cream with that stuff on top.’’ 

When Berners replied it wasn’t | 
Sundae, she came back with, “Let’s | 
pretend.”’ 

She got her way and soon the rest 
of the world got its sundaes seven - 
days a week. 

Soon the new treat’s name was 
changed from Sunday to sundae 
when a glassware salesman placed 
an order to ‘sundae dishes”, the 
long, canoe-shaped dishes which the 
treats were served in. 

Berner’s ice cream parlor and 
soda fountain was torn down in 1979, 
but two of the original sundae dishes 
were preserved and are now in the 
possession of the Leonard Stangel 
family.

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Clues to family 


histories indexed

MANITOWOC — The Manitowoc 
County Genealogical Society was 
formed in 1976. Since then they've 
copied, compiled and indexed thou- 
sands of records helpful to histo- 
rians and family history research 
ers alike. 

Terrence Gollata of Manitowoc is 
just one of the dedicated members 
who has personally logged many 
hundreds of volunteer hours. He 
joined the society in 1982. 

It all began when he was research. 
ing records for the Gollata, Nicholas 
and Terens family. The Gollata 
family came to the Manitowoc area 
in 1875. The Terens family arrived in 
the Mishicot area in 1862. Gollata 
noted, his own name, Terrence, is 
Romanized version of his mother's 
maiden name. 

He had, he said, searched out 
every available record. It was while 
was checking microfilmed news 
papers at the library that he realized 
how much valuable information was 
included on those pages 

Two years ago he started indexing 
the 1850-1854 Manitowoc County 
Herald. It came to 930 alphabetized 
index cards. A year later he added 
another 5,102 index cards for the 
1854-1863 Manitowoc Herald, Both of 
those alphabetized indexes are now 
in book form at the libr: 

Now he’s typed 6,000 cards of an 
estimated 30,000 alphabetized index 
cards he expects to complete, at his 
present pace, by early 1990. This 
index project covers three months of 
ues each from 1857 and 1858.

MANITOWOC — An era in 
Manitowoc County government will 
end today when Register of Deeds 
Robert B. Brandl retires. 

Brand! and his predecessor, the 
late Joseph Zahorik, have held the 
office for a combined total of 56 
years — a record that probably will 
never be equalled. 

Zahorik was register of deeds for 
30 years before he was succeeded by 
Brandl in 1963. Brandl continued the 
string by holding the office for 26 
years until his retirement today 

Zahorik was a popular politician 
and Brandl decided to follow in his 
footsteps as much as possible. 

“Treat everybody alike and you 
will have no problems,” Zahorik ad 
vised. ‘Help everybody as much as 
you can.”’ 

Brandi, 68, a lifelong Democrat, 
took that advice to heart and won 13 
terms in the office. On about seven 
occasions, he was the highest in 
dividual vote getter in county and 
state government elections. 

His closest call, if you want to call 
it that, was four years ago when he 
beat Carol Wergin for the 
Democratic nomination by a margin 
of about 1,500 votes. 

Brandl was originally talked into 
running for the office by Attorney 
Robert Koutnik and Stanley Vogel, 
who was then chairman of the 
Manitowoc County Democratic 
Party 

“ got kind of interested in politics 
during the Kennedy era in the early 
1960s,”’ Brandl recalled. 

A native of the Clarks Mills area, 
Brandl held several different jobs 
and was a real estate broker and 
auctioneer for about 10 years before 
he became register of deeds. 

Brandl enjoyed his years in the 
office. 

“T always was interested in real 
estate and you meet people from all

MANITOWOC — Anthony 
“Tony” Gollata of Manitowoc 
wrote his first letter to the editor 
in 1962. 

It wasn’t until 1974, however, 
that he got “‘serious.’”’ That’s 
when he started writing one 
letter a month to the newspaper 
editor on subjects ranging from

As of January of this year, 
he’s had 218 such letters 
published in the “Letters to the 
Editor’? column of the Herald 
Times Reporter. He has yet, at 
age 76, to exhaust his list of 
letter ideas and opinions he 
hopes to share with newspaper 
readers. 

“My favorite topic is abor- 
tion,” (he’s against it) Gollata 
said. “In all that time I’ve only 
gotten three complaints. One 
letter I wrote on humanism 
ignited a fire,”’ he recalled. His 
letter, he explained, brought an 
answering letter that began a 
series of letters from others in 


_ the area “who continued the 


argument.” 

Gollata, born in Manitowoc, 
‘was graduated from St. Mary 
Grade School before attending 
vocational school while working 
to help support his widowed 
mother. 

The lack of formal education 
never held him back. Over the 
years he’s taken numerous clas- 
ses at the vocational school 
including some that later helped 
him in his work career. A typing 
class, for example, helped him 
acquire a short-term office job 
during the depression. 

One time when a family 
member inquired why he was 
always reading — he read a 
wide variety of articles and 


books — he replied: ‘‘We read 
because we want to know.” 

“My thirst for knowledge has 
never been satisfied,’’ Gollata 
said. 

He started to do some writing 
back in 1940 when he was part of 
a Works Progress Administra- 
tion (WPA) training program. 
In 1986 he completed a 327-page 
double-spaced chronological 
account of his life including 28 
years as a Manitowoc 
alderman. 

The account, except for some 
sections, is primarily descrip- 
tive. Gollata laughed. “I didn’t 
use personal views because it 
would be biased,” he explained. 

At the urging of his children, 
however, he has now begun to 
expand on the account by 
subject and chapter and is 
adding his own personal views 
and feelings, some of them still 
very vivid. The main topics will 
center on his growing up years: 
the depression, his family, his 
work, and his travel and politi- 
cal life experiences. 

Still physically active despite 
two knee replacement surgery 
procedures, he purchased a pair 
of ice skates when he was 18 and 
he used them until he was 73 
when his knee problems 
developed. 

When his boys were young 
Gollata was active in scouting. 
Over the years he was an active 
bowler and swimmer. He's had 
to give up swimming because of 
a continuing ear problem. Right 
now he’s looking forward to 
spring and getting out on the 
golf course again. He’s also 
active in the Kiwanis and is 
chairman of the youth programs 
for the Golden K. His favorite 
activity is the monthly bowling 
activities with developmentally 
disabled youngsters from River-

fighting, clawing and crying. 
Men sold apples on street 
corners. There was one thing no 
one could afford and that was 
pride,” Gollata said. ‘‘You lost 
that when month after month 
and year after year conditions 
didn’t improve.” 

Things did eventually 
improve. He was hired by the 
Shipyards where he remained 
for nearly 50 years before 
retiring. 


Perhaps one of the most vivid 
stories he related was one while 
growing up on Manitowoc’s 
southside. 

The old fenced-in asylum was 
located across the street from 
Gollata’s home. Since there was 
little traffic at that time, the 
boys of the neighborhood played 
baseball in the street. 


“One gentleman (asylum resi- 
dent) was trusted to leave the 
fenced area to go to an area 
store to get some ice cream 
cones. The boys were playing 
ball in the street and as he 
crossed the street a boy running 
after a ball bumped into him. 
The cones fell on the street. The 
man looked at the cones and 
cried. He knew he couldn’t go 
back for more cones and maybe 
they wouldn’t trust him 
anymore to go on errands. The 
older boys put their heads 
together and between them 
collected enough money to buy 
more cones. You never saw a 
more grateful look on a man’s 
face,” Gollata wrote. 


Perhaps the most touching 


were the feelings he expressed . 


for his late wife, Evelyn, who 


died last year. A Mishicot 


native, the former Evelyn 
Terens and Gollata met on a 
blind date. Since most of his 
wages went to help his mother; 
he had no money to buy a car, he 
arranged with Evelyn’s brother, 
Art Terens, who dated and later 
married Gollata’s sister, to 
double date. 


He even bought a bike and 
rode it over gravel roads to 
Mishicot just to see her. Eventu< 
ally, he said, he negotiated with 
his mother for an increase in the 
earnings he could keep and he 
bought a car. While he was on 
city relief he wasn’t allowed to 
operate his car. Walking to WPA 
jobs or to pick up medication for 
his children eventually led him 
to what became a lifelong habit 
of walking to keep physically fit: 

During his wife’s final illness 
he did the housework for her and 
also took care of her health 
needs. What he enjoyed most, 
however, was just to hold her 
hand for no special reason at all.

Tony Gollata had a strong 
connection to this newspaper. 

He did indeed write more than 
200 letters to the editor over a 
period of 20 years or so. On Dec. 
21 his last letter was published. 

Tony died Wednesday night at 
the age of 78, People tell me he 
lived a good, full life and we 
know he participated actively in 
community affairs. He served 
on the Manitowoc Common 
Council for over 25 years, 
belonged to several service 
clubs and devoted time to the 
Boy Scouts of America. 

While I didn’t know Tony all 
that well, I would get to see him 
every now and then when he 
dropped his letters off. He 
always dropped his letters off 
personally and most of the time 
I didn’t see him do it. But I knew 
his handwriting the minute I 
Saw the envelope. 

I must have handled perhaps 
75 to 85 of his letters over the last 
seven years in this position and I 
always appreciated the first line 
of every one of them. It read, 
“Dear John: Will you have this 
letter printed? Thank you.” You 
learn to appreciate things like 
that in this business; little, but 
important things that make an 
impression. 

Tony had his own unique writ- 
ing style. It was not the best, but 
far from the worst, but it was 
singularly Tony’s. 

He wrote mostly about politics 
and it seemed to cross party 
lines. No one — Republican or 
Democrat — was spared his 
barbs. In the last eight years he 
liked to refer to our president as 
“read my lips’’ George Bush. he 
didn’t hold back his feelings in 
his letters and I know and have 
heard.people say-he.didn;t-haver 
any trouble speaking his mind 
during his tenure on the 
Common Council either. 

Politics and abortion (he was 
vehemently against abortion) 
were his favorite topics, at least 
in my experience here. And 
there was often a flavor of the 
common man, the everyday Joe 
who had to work hard to make a 
living and raise a family. 

He also wrote a book on his life 
not too many years ago, a book I 
have not had a chance to read, 
but those who have say it tells 
quite a history of the city of 
Manitowoc and the politics of 
the day._ 


A lot of people make a differ- 
ence in the communities in 
which they live and Tony Golla- 
ta is certainly one of them, He 
will be missed, of course, b: 
family and friends, but he will 
also be missed by the 
community, 

In Tony's last letter to the 
editor, he ended it with this 
quote from Matthew 19:14 from 
the Bible: “Let the children 
come unto me, and do not hinder 
them coming to me, for of such 
is the kongdom of heaven.’’ 

Tony knows that kingdom 
now. 

I'm a little disappointed, In 
my column last week I asked 
people to let me know if the 
commemorative Elvis stamp 
was appropriate in lieu of his 
addiction to prescription drugs 
in the last years of his life. 

Thus far, I’ve only received 
three letters and two of those 
said “The King” should not have 
been so distinguished. That’s 
surprising. I thought I’d get 
lambasted, although I agree 
with the printing of the stamp.

MANITOWOC — The Manitowoc 
County Genealogical Society was 
formed in 1976. Since then ite 
copied, compiled and indexed thou 
sands of records helpful to histo- 
rians and family history research- 
ers alike 

| Terrence Gollata of Manitowoc is 
| just one of the dedicated members 
| who has personally logged many 
| hundreds of volunteer hours. He 
joined the society in 1982 

" Ttall began when he was research: 
ing records for the Gollata, Nicholas 
and Terens family. The Gollata 
family came to the Manitowoc area 
in 1875. The Terens family arrived in 
the Mishicot area in 1862 Gollata 
noted, his own name, Terrence, isa 
Romanized version of his mother’s 
maiden name. 

He had, he said, searched out 
every available record, It was while 
he was checking microfilmed news 
papers al the library that he realized 
how much valuable information was 
included on those pages. 

Two years ago he started indexing 
the 1850-1854 Manitowoc County: 
Herald, It came to 930 alphabetized 
index cards. A year later he added 
another 5,102 index cards for the 
1854-1863 Manitowoc Herald. Both of 
those alphabetized indexes are now 
in book form at the library 

‘Now he’s typed 6,000 cards of an 
estimated 30,000 alphabetized index 
cards he expects to complete, at his 
present pace, by early 1990. This 
index project covers three months of 
issues each from 1857 and 1858: 
complete 1869 (1870 newspapers are 
missing) and the 1871-1889 issues of 
the Manitowoc Tribune — Citizen. It 
should be noted that the index will 
not be available at the library for 
general use until it is completed 

Gollata spends about 20 hours a 
week on the project. Fu. every two 
hours spent copying, three hours are 
needed to type the cards. 

What does Gollata look for? Items 
of local interest, for example, he 
Said, who gave the editor radishes 

‘The main emphasis, however, is 
on advertising, marriages, deaths, 
fires, accidents, residents moving 
out of town or returning for a visit 
“Where they came from when they 
returned fora visit can be a valuable 
clue to researchers,” Gollata said.

Each card includes a sunject 
reference, date, page and column. 
For example: “Liberty, — Mr. 
Carey's school, 1871, March 2, Page 
1, column 5; Meeme — Meeme was 
threatened by a forest fire that 
invaded the county, 1871, October 12, 
page 4, column 1; Smith, Ira P., 
Arson and burglary in Mishicot- 
Somebody tried to set his store and 
mill on fire, 1869, June 17, page 4, 
column 2,"" 

"Ann Larson, a charter member of 
the society, had high praise for 
Gollata's efforts. ‘He's not only 
doing a tremendous job but a very 
important and valuable one,” she 
said. 

‘One of the first projects for the 
society was indexing Falges 
History. Later, when they repub- 
lished ‘the Falge book, the index was 
incorporated. They've also 
published cemetery indexes for 
Cooperstown, Mishicot and Gibson 
townships, and the 1672 plat book 
index, all of which are available for 
purchase. 

Some of the records copied by 
members and included in the collec- 
tion in the Wisconsin Room at the 
library are the Index to Intentions, 
ipa Marriages from Register of 
Deeds books 1-3, 1852-1867. 

The Wisconsin Room contains 4 
wealth of historical material from 
Church, city, region and family 
histories to tombstone records. 
Since the room is usually locked, 
anyone interested in seeing the room 
and material there must inquire at 
the library’s main reference desk 
where a guideline for use of the 
materia! and room is available.

St. Mary's Catholic Parish at Man- 
itowoc will celebrate the 25th 
anniversary of the building of the pre. 
sent St. Mary school on Thursday, 
Feb. 14 with a special thanksgiving 
liturgy followed by a potluck dinner. 

Parents, school children, former 
pastors, sisters, teachers, the gra 
duating class of 1959-1960 and mem- 
bers of the parish are invited to 
attend. 

Anyone wishing to attend should 
call the school office at 682-2942, and 
bring their own place setting and 
either a casserole, salad, dessert, etc 
to serve six persons. 

The present St. Mary School was 
built at a cost in excess of $400,000 and 
took a year to complete. Students 
attended Adams School during this 
time since their former school of brick 
construction was razed to make way 
for the present structure. 

St. Mary parish was established in 
1870 and a school was begun some 
years later. One of the first buildings, 
a frame structure, also served as a 
residence forthe sisters who taught at 
the school. The Felician sisters came 
in 1905 and continue to staff the school 
today with the aid of lay teachers. 

In the beginning only Polish was 
taught but it is believed English was 
required to be added in the late 1880's 


with classes taught in both/languages 
until the early 1900's, 

A school of brick construction was 
built in 1906 and included four clas 
srooms, a stage and auditorium. In 
1925 four additional classrooms were 
added. It was this brick building 
which was razed in 1959 to make way 
for the present school. 

The present St. Mary school in 
cludes classrooms, a large library, 
kitchen, lunchroom/meeting rooms 
and is the only Catholic school in Man 
itowoc to have an auditorium and 
stage for use as a gym. 


It also used for school activitives 
such as the annual science and art 
fair, as well as for parish social func 
tions and for religion education clas 


of the first schools in the diocese to 
establish a kindergarten.

He admits he has had to learn 
to pace himself. “I have a 
tendency to rush when I'm close 
to the end of a project and that’s 
not a good idea when you work 


around power tools,’’ Gollata 
said.

Gollata’s fayorite expression, 
his wife says, is “Shim (patch) 
it up.” He studies the plans then 
improvises if it isn't the way he 
wants. 

A former smoker, he wears a 
face mask and has installed a 
makeshift filter system to keep 
down the dust. He also, he says, 
wears a headset for noise 

He owns every copy of Woods- 
mith magazine, a magazine 
that is filled with plans, tech- 
niques and hints. “You don’t 
have to make everything you 
see, It’s just fun to look through. 
It’s a wish book,” he said. 


Gollata had taken woodwork- 
ing classes while in high school 
but didn’t really pursue it. ‘I 
always liked woodworking. My 
dad had a small set of miniature 
power tools and let me use 
them.” For awhile he made and 
sold lawn ornaments but then

“T built my first guitar,’’ he 
remembered.

stories, all in chronilogical order 
by date and newspaper. 

Some of these stories may 
even sound a bit familiar, A 
news article in 1892 reported the 
‘new 8th Street bridge to be 
completed by fall.’ A little over 
100 years later, another new 
bridge is going to be built. 

School overcrowding was a 
common report in 1889. Today it 
is also an oft-written about 
problem. 

An Oct 18, 1883 new commen- 
tary stated: ‘‘Remember you 
can now send your letters for 2 
cents.” 

There were reports of 
runaway horses, fires and runn- 
ing commentaries between 
feuding editors, not only in com- 
peting area papers but also 
those in nearby counties. 
Sometimes their comments hit 
closer to home such as the editor 
of the Tribune who, in the Nov. 
25, 1880 issue wrote; ‘‘Are all our 
county correspondents dead or 
are they taking a vacation?” 

Here are just some examples 
of the wide variety of stories 
found in the Manitowoc Tribune 
in 1878: 

“The city of Two Rivers is 
what you want to call it now, the 
bill incorporating it as such hav- 
ing become law ... Six cheese 
factories have already been 


established in the town of. 
Meeme The vicinity of 
Behm’s Mill in the town of 
Franklin is disturbed by the ap- 
pearance of a ‘real ghost.’”” 

In 1880, reports included: 
stories such as “Mrs, Addie 
Sims will have a carpet rag bee’ 
next Saturday afternoon and 
dance in the evening” ... Area 
gentlemen decided to try their 
hands at the feminine monopoly 
(getting together for coffee) ... 
house numbering .., The 8th 
Street bridge was newly planked 
... A young man at Kellnersville 
who now only has one ear 
because his rival for a young 
lady shot it off ... ‘An old lady 
was hacked to death near Cato.”’ 


The Lakeshore Times 
reported someone was badly 
burned by a bottle of exploding 
gunpowder. In 1888 it was 
reported farmers were replac- 
ing rail fences with wire. And in 
1898, the Manitowoc Citizen 
stated that windmills were 
becoming stylish. 


That is just a sample of the 
50,000 bits and pieces of informa- 
tion already compiled by 
Gollata. Most important to 
researchers, he said is that he 
has no intention of stopping for 
as long as there is information 
left to copy.

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Anthony Gollata to close 


28-year council career ;: 


MANITOWOC — Anthony F. 
(Tony) Gollata thought his first 
term asa city alderman would be his 
last but it didn’t turn out that way. 

Gollata, 72, who resides at 1336 S. 
26th St., has announced that he will 
not seek re-election to the Common 
Council next spring after serving on 
that body for 28 years. He 
represented a southwest side 
residential area that included the 
13th and later the 4th Aldermanic 
Dist. 

Gollata was first elected to the 
council in 1959 but was defeated in 
his bid for re-election by Leroy Ziar- 
nik in 1961 

‘The council under the late Mayor 
Walter Koepke had kept the tax rate 
at the same level for several years in 
a row but was forced to raise it dur- 
ing Gollata’s first term. 

“I remember people saying that 
as soon as Gollata gets in office the 
taxes go up,’ he said. 

The result was that both Gollata 
and Koepke were defeated in the 
1961 spring election. Ziarnik served 
eight months in Gollata’s seat but 
then resigned because of work con- 
flicts and Gollata was named by the 
council to replace him. 

Needless to say, Gollata kept a 
close check on the city’s tax situa- 
tion during the rest of his career 

Gollata was never beaten again as 
an alderman although he had a close 


call in 1985 when he edged Gordon F. 
Kopetsky by a 6-vote margin after a_ 
recount. He ran for the mayor's of- 
fice in 1971 but was eliminated in a 
primary election. 

He served for several years on the 
council with his son, Donald, until 
the latter was defeated by a 26-vote 
margin earlier in 1986. 

A former cost estimator at 
Manitowoc Shipbuilding Inc., 
Gollata has been active in the 
Golden “K” Kiwanis Club since his 
retirement in 1977. He was club 
president in 1961-2 and now heads 
the club's youth activities 
committee. 

His hobbies are reading and 
writing. He has been a regular con- 
tributor to the Open Forum column 
in the Herald-Times-Reporter for 
many years, . 

Gollata served on every major 
standing council committee except 
the Employee Relations Committee 
and was twice council president in 
1966-67 and 1980-81. 

Gollata has been chairman of the 
Sanitation Committee for about 20 
years and was instrumental in 
developing and implementing plans 
for a $20 million expansion and im 
provement project at the 
wastewater treatment plant during 
the 1970s. 

“There were lots of meetings in 
Milwaukee. Chicago and Madison.”

Thirst for knowledge

MANITOWOC — Anthony 
“Tony” Gollata of Manitowoc 
wrote his first letter to the editor 
in 1962. 

It wasn’t until 1974, however, 
that he got “serious.” That’s 
when he started writing one 
letter a month to the newspaper 
editor on subjects ranging from 
A to Z. 

As of January of this year, 

he’s had 218 such letters 
published in the “Letters to the 
Editor” column of the Herald 
Times Reporter. He has yet, at 
age 76, to exhaust his list of 
letter ideas and opinions he 
hopes to share with newspaper 
readers. 
“My favorite topic is abor- 
tion,”’ (he’s against it) Gollata 
said. ‘In all that time I’ve only 
gotten three complaints. One 
letter I wrote on humanism 
ignited a fire,” he recalled. His 
letter, he explained, brought an 
answering letter that began a 
series of letters from others in 
the area “who continued the 
argument.” 

Gollata, born in Manitowoc, 
was graduated from St. Mary 
Grade Schoo] before attending 
vocational schoo] while working 
to help support his widowed 
mother. 

The lack of formal education 
never held him back, Over the 
years he's taken numerous clas- 
Ses at the vocational school 
including some that later helped 
him in his work career. A {yping 
class, for example, helped him 
acquire a short-term office job 
during the depression. 

One time when a family 
member inquired why he was 
always reading — he read a 
wide variety of articles and 


books — he replied: “We read 
because we want to know.” 

“My thirst for knowledge has 
never been satisfied,’ Gollata 
said. 

He started to do some writing 
back in 1940 when he was part of 
a Works Progress Administra- 
tion (WPA) training program. 
In 1986 he completed a 327-page 
double-spaced chronological 
account of his life including 28 
years as a Manitowoc 
alderman. 

The account, except for some 
sections, is primarily descrip- 
tive. Gollata laughed. “I didn’t 
use personal views because it 
would be biased,” he explained. 

At the urging of his children, 
however, he has now begun to 
expand on the fount by 
subject and chapter and 
adding his own personal views 
and feelings, some of them still 
very vivid. The main topics will 
center on his growing up years: 
the depression, his family, his 
work, and his travel and politi 
cal life experiences. 

Still physically active despite 
two knee replacement surgery 
procedures, he purchased a pair 
of ice skates when he was 18 and 
he used them until he was 73 
when his knee problems 
developed. 

When his boys were young 
Gollata was active in scouting. 
Over the years he was an active 
bowler and swimmer. He's had 
to give up swimming because of 
a continuing ear problem. Right 
now he’s looking forward to 
spring and getting out on the 
golf course again. He's also 
active in the Kiwanis and is 
chairman of the youth programs 
for the Golden K. His favorite 
activity is the monthly bowling 
activities with developmentally 
disabled youngsters from River- 
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ANTHONY 


view School, 

It’s so satisfying, he said, just 
to see the expression on their 
faces when they manage to hit a 
couple of pins. 

During the depression Gollata 
worked on WPA projects and 
received supplemental city 
relief funds to cover monies 
needed to help feed and house 
his growing family including a 
set of twins born the day he was 
to start on his first assigned 
WPA project.

The city relief wasn't a hand- 
out, he pointed out. Those 
receiving relief worked at y 
ous jobs for the city to make up 
the amount received. One year, 
he recalled, he had to take the 
dog census for his area of the 
city. Those receiving relief were 
required to do a wide variety of 
work from shoveling snow in 
winter to digging drainage 
trenches, 


“Tf there was one job on a 


arbage heap, 100 men applied, 

ighting, clawing and crying. 
Men sold apples on street 
corners. There was one thing no 
one could afford and that was 
pride,” Gollata said. “You lost 
that when month after month 
and year after year conditions 
didn’t improve.’” 

Things did eventually 
improve. He was hired by the 
Shipyards where he remained 
for nearly 50 years before 
retiring. 


Perhaps one of the most vivid 
stories he related was one while 
growing up on Manitowoc’s 
southside 

The old fenced-in asylum was 
located across the street from 
Gollata’s home. Since there was 
little traffie at that time, the 
boys of the neighborhood played 
baseball in the street. 


“One gentleman (asylum resi- 
dent) was trusted to leave the 
fenced area to go to an area 
store to get some ice cream 
cones, The boys were playing 
ball in the street and as he 
crossed the street a boy running 
after a ball bumped into him 
The cones fell on the street. The 
man looked at the cones and 
cried. He knew he couldn’t go 
back for more cones and maybe 
they wouldn’t trust him 
anymore to go on errands. The 
older boys put their heads 
together and between them 
collected enough money to buy 
more cones, You never saw a 
more grateful look on a man’s 
face," Gollata wrote. 


Perhaps the most touching 
were the feelings he expressed 
for his late wife, Evelyn, who 
died last year. A Mishicot 
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never quenched 


native, the former Evelyn 
Terens and Gollata met on a 
blind date. Since most of his 
wages went to help his mother, 
he had no money to buy a car, he 
arranged with Evelyn’s brother;: 
Art Terens, who dated and later: 
married Gollata’s sister, to 
double date. 


He even bought a bike and 
rode it over gravel roads to 
Mishicot just to see her, Byentu= 
ally, he said, he negotiated with 
his mother for an increase in the 
earnings he could keep and he 
bought a car. While he was on 
city relief he wasn’t allowed to 
operate his car. Walking to WPA 
jobs or to pick up medication for 
his children eventually led him 
to what became a lifelong habit 
of walking to keep physically fit. 

During his wife’s final illness 
he did the housework for her and 
also took care of her health 
needs. What he enjoyed most; 
however, was just to hold her 
hand for no special reason at all. 
“She was a fighter,”* he said. 

Evelyn died just a few months 
before their 55th wedding 
anniversary. Just a few days 
before she died Evelyn dictated 
a “love letter” for Tony to her 
daughter Ilene Stuiber. She 
instructed her daughter to give 
it to Tony on their anniversary. 

Gollata’s family includes 
children; Donald, Ronald, lene 
Stuiber, James and Terrence; 
grandchildren and great+ 
grandchildren.
